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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


In New Hampshire, forest fire control is a cooperative State-town program. The Town 
Forest Fire Warden, appointed by the Director, Division of Resources Development upon 
recommendation of the Selectmen and the State’s District Forest Fire Chief is responsi- 
ble for fire suppression and other related duties. The State shares equally with the town in 
the cost of most forest fires, except illegal and careless fires, which are charged to the 
responsible party. The State further provides fire detection services, prevention programs, 
fire training for town wardens and crews, and back up equipment for fire suppression. 


By authority of the State, the Town Forest Fire Warden controls all outside burning in 
his town except backyard cooking fires. Any person wishing to kindle a fire when the 
ground is not covered with snow must obtain a fire permit, free of cost, from the Town 
Forest Fire Warden. No permits will be issued for fires between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. 
unless it is raining, except for commercial purposes. 

Please be careful when using fire, remember it can be an extremely useful tool when 
under control but once allowed to run wild it can become a disastrous and devastating 
force. Only you can prevent a forest fire.

SCHOOL NURSE REPORT - 1972 


lbloye Mr. William Grass, Jr., Superintendent of Schools 


The school health program was carried out as usual. Physical 
screenings were done on all pupils by Wayne Kenison, Medex, under the 
supervision of Dr. McGregor. Notices of any defects found were sent 
home to parents. 


Heights, weights, audio and visual screenings were done on 
all children by the school nurse and notices of any problems found 
were sent home to parents. 


Children in the second grade were given a dental examination 
by Dr. Clark, sponsored by the Dental Clinic. The State Dental 
Hygienist visited the school in the fall and gave an interesting 
talk on the importance of good dental care. The Crest program was 
used in the third grade. 


The vitamin program was started in November. Each child 
receives one capsule daily, with parents consent, during the winter 
months. 


Speech theopy was again available, with pupils being trans- 
ported to Lisbon Regional School once a week. Mr. Brandon's services, 
an audioligist, were available to us in the Spring. 

Immunization clinics were held and all school personnel were 
given tests for tuberculosis, with the assistance of the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health. Several children were seen at the State spon- 


sored clinics such as sight conservation, cardiac, and crippled children. 


The preschool vision and hearing screening program was held in 
May with several children participating. 


In September I took a course in nutrition presented by the 
New England Dairy Council. This proved to be a very interesting and 
enlightening course.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
To the Board of Education and the Citizens of the Landaff School District: 


As Superintendent of Schools, it is with pleasure that I submit to you my 
eighth annual report. 


During the past year (1971-1972), there were 20 pupils enrolled at the Blue 
School in Landaff. The average membership was 18.8 pupils. There were eight 
pupils attending Lisbon Elementary, four pupils attending the Junior High and 
fourteen pupils attending in Grades 9-12. There was one elementary pupil and 
one high school pupil attending Haverhill Cooperative School. 


This school year (1972-1973), there are twenty-one pupils attending the Blue 
School in Grades 1-5. There are six pupils attending Lisbon Elementary, eight 
pupils attending the Junior High and fifteen attending in Grades 9-12. At the 
Haverhill Cooperative Schools, there is one elementary pupil and one high school 
pupil attending at the present time. 


Your Landaff Board of Education, in conjunction with the administrators of 
our White Mountain Supervisory Union have again added many new materials, thus 
improving the curriculum in the Blue School during the past year. 


The expenditures of funds, as usual, has been dealt with by the Board with 
vision and it should be noted that often requests exceeded the Board's authorization. 
This is noteworthy, as it again indicates to the citizens that the basic education 
does remain in the hands of the elected Board of Education in all districts. The 
amounts noted above, along with the recommendations in the 1973-74 budget are, as 
always, for the improvement of the education of your children and are necessary 
to continue the advancement in curriculum. May, I, as Superintendent, encourage 
you to consider this with your Board of Education, the proposed budget, thus 
familiarizing yourselves with administrative direction, and N.H. minimum standards. 


There have been several major improvements initiated during the past year; the 
drilling of a well, installation of hot and cold water facilities, modernization 
of the toilet areas, improvement of the playground equipment, painting, as well as 
improvements of other items with which you are familar. We are in need of 
additional improvements in the next few years, such items as movable furniture, 
the development of group activities areas, etc., which will be presented for 
discussion and review at a later date. These will be forthcoming because of the 
Board and community interest. 


One major item that is especially important this year is an article in your 
warrant regarding the Kindergarten education and it deserves your serious consider- 
ation. I would encourage you strongly to initiate this type of education because 
this training is most necessary if your children are to advance at the same rate 
as the other students throughout the Supervisory Union. It should be clearly 
understood that this is not a play activity, it is a learning process that prepares 
your children to enter the first grade with understanding of colors, letters, and 
numbers. The top to bottom and left to right movement of eyes which involves small 
muscle activity must be initiated before reading activity takes place. This, plus 
other activities become important to the five year old, thus the need for Kindergarten 
education in 1973. 
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In past years, we have attempted to explain the role of your Supervisory 
Union and the many ways it relates to your educational programs. This year, may I 
suggest that you review, in detail, a special report of THE SUPERVISORY UNION # 35 
for 1972. The pictures of the activities conducted in the many buildings as well as 
pictures of the buildings themselves can better explain the aims and purposes of 
our education program that the six Boards of Education that make up the Supervisory 
Union have established. 


The Central Office wishes to extend to the citizens of Landaff an invitation 
to visit us and become more aware of the services provided by our staff and the 
benefits which are derived by all 13 towns served by our White Mountains Supervisory 
Union.
